Washington, July 18. General Master 


Workman Sovereign of tho Knights of 
Labor -has Issued a circular letter, or 
manifesto, to the- members of that or- 
ganization as' well as to kindred organi- 
zations throughout the country, having 
in view the establishment of a boycott 
upon all national bank notes. Tho man- 
ifesto Is In tho. words of General Master 
Workman Sovereign, addressed to "All 
lovers of liberty." and reads as follows:. 


"Behind the proposition to p&iuetuatc 
a monetary system In this country, based 
on a single gold standard, Is a propo- 
sition to perpetuate the national banks. 
In fact; (no-national banks In tho Indi- 
vidual capacity and through the Ameri- 
can Bankers' association are tho bul- 
works of a single gold standard money. 
They realize that gold alono will not be 
accepted by tho American people »s the 
only circulating medium and therefore 
they demand that the monetary preroga- 
tives of the government bo fanned out 
to them, making private interests and 
not the public welfare their only motive 
for furnishing a paper circulation to 
meet the requirements of business. 
"The national banks arc responsible 
for tho destruction of the greenbacks, 
the payment of the bonds..ln eoin, the 
funding acts, the demonetization'of sil- 
ver, and all the corrupt financial legisla- 
tion-In this country for tho past thirty 
years, frhey have boycotted and dis- 
criminated against every kind of money 
that-promised relief to the dcbteor class 
and prosperity to the Industrial masses. 
They ore boycotters of the most erutl 
arid merciless kind. 
"Now, wo propose through the Knights 


of Labor, Foi.iiers' Alliance. People's 
party and all reform organizations, that 
a boycott be placed on the notes of na- 
tional banks and on after September 1st, 
1895, our people be requested and urged 
to a'ccept no national bank bills In any 
of theordlnary transactions of business.

Detroit, July 18.—In attempting to avert 
a collision with the schooner Yukon In 
tow of the steam bargo Sltka In the St. 
Clalr flats' ship cunal late last night, tho 
tug Torrent became entangled In the tow 
•Una and everything above deck was 
swept into the water. Captain Ralph H. 
Hackett. of Detroit, of the Torr.ent nnd 
Watchman David Kenler, of-Port Hudon, 
were killed, and John Cattomach, of Ma- 
rine City, th'e wheelman, was carried 
over board and drowned.

His death has intensified the bluer feel- 
ing that exists between his partisans and 
the supporters of the present govern- 
ment, and It has been freely charged that 
Prince Ferdinand nnd his ministers were 
directly responsible for his assassination.

MORE REOARDINQ THE 8ANTA FE 


WRECK AT MONUMENT. 


targe CrowiU Vttlt tlio Scene-TUo Rum- 


mer School In Full Swing and u Grmt 
huccex In AH Dcp»Vtment«—1'rof. Gen- 
try'* Anlmnl bhuw n Winner. 


" Tho wreck on the Santa Fo at Monu- 
ment attracted a great many flight-seers 
yesterday. 
Quite a number of people 


wont up from this city, and tho ranch- 
men with their .yrlvoB nnd families seemed 
to have collected from miles around. Tlio 
details of the wreck hnvn already been 
described, but the wreck Itself Is a sight 
well worth seolng. Hulf way uj> the em- 
bankment which forms tho southern ap- 
proach to the bridge lies tho Kreat 00-ton 
locomotive, Its wheels Bunk deep In th<- 
sand. The rear end of the boiler Is Jam- 
med Into trie tender, and- the cab Is com- 
pletely demolished, so that It seems a 
miracle that tho engineer was ever taken 
frcm tho debris alive. The removal of 
the locomotlvo will bo tho most difficult 
task In clearing the wreckage, and It may 
to necessary to temporarily lower the 
ombankment 20 or 30 feet in order tp, set 
the locomotlvo on tho-track again. 
Be- 


hind tho tender, right In thfi middle of 
the creek bed lies a pile of cars perhaps 
20 feet high. Some of these were freight 
cars and seme flat cars, and Homo of the 
latter were loaded with building stone. 
It It were not for the trucks and broken 
wheels, no one could te.ll that the mass 
of debris had ever been cars at all, so 
completely are they smashed and literally 
made into kindling wood. Somewhere be- 
neath these tons of debris .lies the body of 
Mrs. Anna Cooper, wife of the engineer 
of the stationery engine. It Is hardly pos- 
sible that the remains will bn recovered 
before to-morrow night Perhaps not for 
two or three, days, 'me saddest part of 
the whole scene Is tho sight of tho hus- 
band, who Is nearly crp^ed with Brief, yet 
stays about the* wreck and watches with 
' eager Interest the "removal of each beam 


which may disclose the mangled remains 
of his wife. 
The railroad company has more-than a. 


hundred men at work clearing up tho 
• wreckage. They are -divided into two 
shifts, and Work night and day. 
The 
surveyors were already at work yester- 
day aftcntoon making measurements for 
the new bridge. 
It Is a noteworthy fact- that only 15 
minutes before the freight train went 
through the bridge Wednesday, tho west- 
- bound-Midland passenger due In this city 


at 11:10 a. m., panned over in safety. 
There were over 80 passengers on- board, 
and had this been the Ill-fated train the 
result would have been frightful. 
It Is said that the accident Is largely 


the fault of the engineer. He left Mon- 
ument at a 30-mile gait and the fireman 
sooke to him about it. He w«« running 
with a full head of steam, and shut It off 
Just at the bridge. The result wa» an 
additional -weight on the bridge just 
ahere It should not have been. Me paid 
tor It with his life as Intelligence reached 
the city yesterday that he died at noon. 
Coroner Mnrlow came down from the 
Hieck yesterday. He states that be per- 
iiUtted the boJ/ of the u'nknowii Uamp to 
be buried y»»terdajr. xne body of Jim 
Chllders. the bridge foreman. w»» t»Ven 
out at «n early hour yesterday moiulng. 
He will hold an Inquest on Chllders's 
body. He thinks that will be sufficient. 
Ha nan found a number of persons who 
were familiar with the condition of the 
bridge, and will testify that It W*B In bad 
abape. 
Dr-^Marlow Is quite Indignant 


with the Jtay* he «a« treated at 'the 
wreck. -J/o bodies were oven refused 
him andnuined over to the city officials 
of Monument, with the remark that they 
were the proper authorities. He will hold 
fell inquest to-morrow at Monument.
